The King made inquiry as to Dr Wood's moral 
character, political feeling, and SONA to his 
subjects. 

xr Ricord strongly recormended him in all 
these respects and appealed to Mr Wyllie who had 
recommended him. 

Ye WYLLIE sald as a Scotchman he confessed 
that he had a strong sympathy for Dr. Wood, but in 
saying so he begged to add that though Ruddock was 
also a Scotchman, the King was not to infer that his 
Scotch feeling was so strong that he would take 
Ruddack's word, without proof, against the words of 
his Chiefs Paki and xanaina, Mr Wyllie Yiieved Dr. 
Wood to be a Gentleman, in all the extent of the word. 

The King expressed himself satisfied and 
the following Resolution was unanimously passed, 

"Resolved, that from the representations in 
favor of the moral worth, and usefulness of Dr. Wood 
made by the Attorney General, that officer is 
cormanded by the King to further his request, 
according to law and pass to him a copy of this 
Resolution." 

Mr Ricord having obtained authorization for 
Mr. Brickwood's salary of $51, asked leave to retire

His Majesty declared that his faith with the 
British Government must be kept, and in his view of 
the decision of London of the 12th September 1843, as 
explained by letters from His Cormissioners then in 
London, until the Consul General should be invited to 
attend and act in concert, he could not authorize the 
examination of the papers respecting the title, and 
that since their delivery yesterday he had ordered 
them to be kept sealed up. 

Agreed that H. B. M's Consul General and the 
British Admiral be invited, and that till an answer be 
received, all the documents be kept sealed. 

Mr. Wyllie was ordered to invite the Consul 
severe on the most courteous manner, through the 
Consul General, the Admiral also and at the same time 
to transrit a printed copy of the Investigation at the 
Palace, to the Consul General. 

Mr. Wyllie immediately drafted a letter, 

No. 58, which was highly approved of ty His Majesty 
who said "that is truly what was already my thought."

The King expressed great respect for him and a 
wish to talk with him freely. Mr. Wyllie drafted a 
letter in terms to express exactly the King's feelings 
and wishes (No. 59) 

Letters No. 58 & 59 sent off to Mr. Singleton to 
be copied. 

Paki and Kanaina having returned from the valley, 
the subject of the answer to be given to the Consul 
General was resumed. 

Having heard their Report and discussed it, Mr 
Wyliie was ordered to pass officially a copy to Con- 
sul General Miller, and to request a more particular 
statement in writing, if necessary attested by the 
Oath of the parties, from the Consul General, as 
really from the long verbal explanations by Paki and 
Kanaina, it does not appear that any ejectment took 
place at all, or in fact more than questioning 
Ruddack's right to the land,

of by all the Chiefs, sanctioned by the King and

F. Seymour, by whose opinion or by whose action in 
both matters He is willing to be guided, feeling 
fully assured that under the avowed policy of Her 
Britannie Majesty's Government to respect His 
Majesty's independence and do the Islands all 
possible good, the British Admiral, will neither 
injure the one nor the other by word nor deed.

9. That the statements by H. B. M's Consul General 
at the Palace yesterday are not admitted; that they 
are easily disproved though doubtless urged under a 
conviction of their reality; and that His Majesty 
wholly denies that there can be any injustice, far 
less palpable injustice, according to the laws of 
nations, while British subjects are invited to apply 
for it and receive it at the hand of the Judges 
appointed by law, 

10. That the King and his Government repeat their 
disavowal of any Agency in the Caveats issued by Mr. 


Ricord and deny that under the Constitution

Paki and Kanaina, of which copy if to be enclosed to 
H. B. M's Consul General, it appears that Ruddack, or 
his retainers is still as much in possession of the 
land as he ever was- that they wholly deny Ruddack's 
charges so far as they are concerned, and that as men 
and Chiefs they claim under the laws, and even under 
the Treaty wita Great Britain, that till legally 
confronted with Ruddack in Court, their declarations 
are entitled to receive as much credit, as those of 
James Ruddack and the more so that they are two wno 
agree, against one Foreigner. 

12. That the Consul General's promíse to submit 
Ruddack's title, regularly before the proper Tribu- 
nals, is agreeable, and relied upon, as the only 
means of doing equal justice to him and to native

His Majesty said on the Rear Admiral's expression of 
a wish to confer with him personally, which he was 
himself anxious to do, he thought it right to order 
us to be seated, and go out with the Admiral and Mr. 
Richards alone to interpret for him, and have the 
talk at once, 

The King said he had offered to answer to 
Sir George all questions that he might put to him 
respecting His Officers. 

He expressed his great confidence in Sir 
George and his wish that he should act, after looking 
into all cases, rather as Umpire than as a British 
Office:, under which circumstances he would have full 


confidence 
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in his decision, and would be glad to repair any 
wrongs that might have been committed, 

He then took up the case of the Caveats and 
explained tnat the Government had nothing to do with 
them - that if it should appear that the Government 
had any thing to do with them, it belonged to the 
Government to undo it. 

He then referred to the ratification of 
Charlton's Deed - said that he did indeed put his 
name to it because he was compelled to it, and under 
the greatest excitement, he saw no way to avoid it - 
and that if the Admiral now should use the same means, 
he would also be obliged to sign documents against 
his will, 

He then, on the subject of the appointment 
of Foreign Officers, said that, were it not for the 
foreigners living under his jurisdiction he would 
require no Foreign Officers - that he could manage 
his own subjects very easily,- even his word was 


always enough for them, 


but foreigners with great cunning and perseverance 
often sought to involve him in difficulty, and that 
by experience he found that he could not get along, 
but by appointing foreigners to cope with them. 

The Admiral then referred to the abundance 
and intricacy of the new laws, comparing them to a 
steam engine; The King replied that that was owing 
to this, that though he had only a few foreign 
Residents, yet they belonged to Great nations, and 
they required as many laws and as complicated as those 
great nations required, 

The Admiral referred to the severity of the 
language in the correspondence. His Majesty replied, 
he could easily stop all that with his Ministers, if 
the Foreign Agents would only stop their hard words. 

The King explained fully that Ruddack's case 
ought to have been brought before the Courts, instead 


of being brought 
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to him. The Admiral thought that Mr. Judd involved 
the case by driving the Consul General to the wrong 
Court, that is directing him to the Land Commission, 
the case being one of trespass, The King replied 
that even then, Ruddack should appear before the 
Commission and prove his title before he could come 
plain of trespass. 

The Admiral said he would devote his whole 
time to the investigation of matters, for one week. 
The King begged of him not to go till the whole was 
settled, and to examine into every thing, 

Mr. Richards said that the Admiral alluded 
to Mr. Ricord's private letter of the end Feby 1846, 
to the Consul General, and that he (Mr. Richards) 
said the Cabinet had nothing to do with it, that wr. 
Wyllie, wished to bring the subject before the Privy 
Council and that Ricord had protested that it was a 
private matter and that the Council had nothing to do 


with it, not even the King.

Mr Wyllie stated that Mr Marshall had 
not yet sent in his documents, but they would 
doubtless be sent in, and though highly favorable 
to Mr Marshall's ap»ointment, he wished to take 
the Kings pleasure upon the following point, 
Which was one of some delicacy, 

The point was this - the Peruvian 
Government had cancelled tr. 3rewer's Cormission, 
because they disapproved of his correspondence 
in July 1845. Now it so happened that tr. 
Marshall was, or was believed to be, the author 
of tne letter, of the 26th July 1845, which was 
the most objectionable containing as it dida 
very clear burlesque upon tne Peruvian Govern- 
ment, and a satire upon the King's Ministers & 
even prerogative. 

It appears that the new Comnission to 
Mr Marshall is dated oth April, when the Peruvian 
Government neither knew that he had been acting, 
& ceased to act, nor that he was reputed to be 
the Author of the Kammkwin letter aforesaid, nor 


that 


the Government had recommended another for the 
appointment after he had resigned. 

Now the question was, would it be fair 
ard consistent towards the Government of Peru, 
to grant ar Exequatur to Mr Marshall, until 
replies were received to those Communications, 
or until they were made Cognizant of those 
circumstances. 

A discussion took place upon the 
authorship of Mr. Brewer's letter of 24 July 

1845, whether Mr. Marshal! had signed the 
memorial tc the President of the United States - 
whether he was the Author of the Honolulu letter 
of 10th. March 1845, published in the U. &. - 
whether he had expressed opinions unfavorable to 
the King's Sovereignty & Independence, & in favor 
of giving extraordinary powers to Foreign 
Consuls = upon the opinions he had giver to Mr. 
Abell against the jurisdiction of the Courts - 
upon his having made a private conversation with 
Mr. Judd the subject of an Affidavit before Ur. 
Brown = alsc his having gone on board the U. £E. 
S. Congress, & urged Commodore Stockton to adopt 
a course against the Govt.. 


It was unanimously 
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resolved by the King and Chiefs, that the 
Exequatur be given, provided Nr. Marshall either 
denies the above, explains them, confesses that 
he had done wrong, & promises that in future he 
will act otherwise, so as that the King may have 
some assurance that the Amicable relations which 
he desires to cultivate with Peru, will not be 
disturbed by the indulgence of private passions. 
Mr. Wyllie was ordered to confer with 
Mr. Marshal! upon the subject, & if satisfied, 


to grant an Exequatur.

Mr. Judd interpreted Nr. Marshall's letter of 
the 30th November. 

Mr. Wyllie read in English, from the 
Spanish, the copy of Mr. Marshall's Commission 
of the &th, of April 1846, & of His Excellency 
Sor Soldan's letter to Mr. Wyllie of the same 
date. 

Mr, Judd then interpreted "r. Wyllie's 
note to Mr. Marshall of the 50th November, 
inviting him to a conference, and a memorandum 
drawn up by Wr. Wyllie, giving an account of 
the conference, & of the favorable impression 
it had made upon his mind. 

Mr. Eicord suggested that Mr. Judd 
should read the letter referred to by ur 
Marshall. Mr. Judd produced Mr. Marshall's 
letter of the Sist July 1846. Mr. Judd read the 


letter paragraph by paragraph, first 
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in English & then in Native. 

The letter was considered as involving 
principles honorable to Mr. Marshall, and all 
that could be desired as moral prirciples, in 
any man whether public or private. 

Mr. Judd then read & interpreted in a 
similar manner his reply of the same date. It 
was considered as a true expression of the 
feeling towards Mr. Marshall entertained by the 
Government and highly honorable to Mr Judd, & 
that both letters were manly & involving no 
sacrifice of dignity by either party. 

Mr. Hicord moved and Mr. Wyllie 
seconded that both letters be entered upon the 
minutes. The question was put & unanimously 
passed in the affirmative. 

The King commanded that the Exequatur 


be granted.

Honolulu July lst 1846. 
Dear Sir, 

You will doubtless be surprised at 
receiving a note from me, and perhaps still 
more at its purport, “ut the season of bitter 
trial through which I have been called to pass, 


has led me to 
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entertain different views in regard to the im- 
portance of many matters which I had once thought 
of moment, and to institute a scrutiny of the 
past with a view to correct and atone for any 
errors into which I may have been led, however 
honestly, in a period of excitement. With this 
feelirg, & as I trust in the spirit of the new 
Cormandment of our Savior, I offer you my hand, 
and propose that the past unhappy differences 
between us, with their causes may be buried in 
oblivion. In the manner in which those differenc- 
es have arisen and continued, I am ready to 
admit, that I have toc often lost sight of that 
spirit of charity which we are all commanded to 
cherish, that I may have judged too harshly of 
your motives & conduct & been too uncharitahle 

in my own, These being my feelings, my convic- 
tions of duty prompt me to make to you the 
avowal of them. The spirit in which I make it, 
is I trust permanent, it may be evanescent; and 
I therefore embrace it thus early, If you have 
the least doubt that my motives in takirg this 
step are any other than such as I have described, 
them you will confer a favor on me by rejectirg 
at once my advances; I know that those motives 
will be impugned by others, if not by you, but 


my duty is the same. I 
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make the proposal, trusting that it may be ap- 
preciated and accepted. If otherwise, I shall 
regret the failure, but not the attempt. 

I would say here frankly, that I have not 
addressed you, because my views of your course 
are changed, but because my views ir regard to 
the propriety of my ow towards you are altered, 
so far as I have already mentioned. You 
understand therefore that ir thus desiring and 
pro.osing that all past differences should be 
buried, I do not expect you to change your views 
the cultivation or manifestation of a spirit of 
charity & good-will, that we should agree on 
those or other subjects; for tho' opinions 
often differ, "charity never faileth." 

If what I have now said to you, is met 
by you in the spirit in which it was penned, 
you will allow me to say the same through you to 
Mrs Judd, towards whom also I fear that I have 
not alvays manifested a proper spirit. 

“ith the hope that you will appreciate my 
views or motives in addressirg you, whatever may 
be your opirion of the subject or manner.

I can assure you that your letter of this 
morning is most welcome. Neither Mrs. Judd nor I had ever 
lost that regard for you which we had cherished in former 
days. We only regretted the unpleasant circumstances which 
interrupted it. Those few who have remained by us through 
all vicissitudes are the best witnesses that even in our 
private moments we never uttered a syllable agairst you 
savorirg of unkirdness or malignity. We always hoped that 
with your good sense ard good heart the kindness of former 
days would return. 

Let it indeed return, without a remembrance of 
past estrangement. I ask your forgiveness for any 
apparent harshness of manner cr injury which you may feel 
yourself to have sustained for me, and henceforth, as 
between you and us, let the greatest fault be the bringing 
to remembrance any circumstances connected with that 
estrangement. 

Believe me, we take your hand most cordially, 


we sympathize with you ir your repeated afflictions, 
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we pray God we may never be wantirg in that Christian 
Charity which leads us to for-ive, as we hope to be 
forgiven, and we wish that throughout life we may continue 
united in ties of the warmest and purest friendship.

Considerin, the confidential nature of the 
conference, Mr. Wyllie hopes, that the ving, in Council, 
will not press Mr Wyllie for the detail of what passed, 
further than tc know that Mr. Marshall referred to his 
letter written some months ago to Mr. Judd, as at once the 
best explanation of how party excitement might have 
influenced him, ir the past, of what his sentiments now 


are, of what they are likely to be ir future, 
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and of those he will entertain, & will act up to, as 
Consul for Peru, if His Majesty shoula see fit to grant 
him an Fxequatur. 

For Mr. Wyllie's part, he entertains a high 
opirion of Mr, marshall's honor, and he is fully satisfied 
that Mr. Marshall will not deviate from the sentiments 
contained in his letter to Mr. Judd, which he fully 
authorized Mr. Wyllie to call for. 

Mr, Marshall concluded with the remark, that 
when he did deviate, it would then be for the King to 
withdraw his Exequatur, and if it should result that the 
Peruvien Government should appoint wr, Dickson, he will 
willirgly resign. 

From other explanations and opinions expressed 
by Mr. Marshall, Mr, Wyllie is satisfied that wr, Marshall 
will perform his duties with respect to the King, to his

It has pleased His Majesty to make me the medium 
of tendering you an appointment from His Excellency 
the Governor of Oahu, as one of the Judges of 
Original and Appellate Jurisdiction contemplated by 
5th Section cf the General provisions of the 
Legislative Act to organize the Executive Departments 
passed 27th, April 1846. The Hon. Lorrin Andrews is 
already an incumbent of the like office, and if you 
accept will be your colleague, until the passage of 
the Act to organize the judiciary Department, which 
in contemplation of law will necessarily operate as a 
repeal cf the above named 5th. Section, anda 


consequent termination of the present 
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tenure of judicial commissions under it. The 
Judiciary being new modeled by the contemplatea 
judiciary act, new and different salaries will be 
fixed upon by the Legislature, and gradations assigned 
to the Judges which will render it, upon that 
contingency, necessary to issue the commissions 

under it anew, 

In the meantime your appointment is 
intended to ne coordinate and concurrent with that of 
the Hon: Lorrin Andrews, at present acting under a 
similar appointment with the one now tendered you, 
Your colleague and vourself will be expected to act 
conjointly or separately at your option and so xxxxx 
divide the duties of the Judiciary department, as may 
seem to you best and most conducive to His Majesty's 
National interests.

Mr. Richards, at Mr, Wyllie's request, read to 
the King, Capt. Blake's letter and enclosure of 
the 9th. Decr, and Mr, Wyllie's reply. of the 
10th. 
These communications were discussed and 
remarked upon, 
The discussion ended in the following 


resolutions which were unanimously passed. 


1 Resolved that having heard and considered 
Capt. Blake's letter of the 9th inst, and the 
certificates therein enclosed, dated 10th. inst, 
the King in Council altogether reject the wiew 
taken by Capt. Blake, tnat the Government are 
responsible for injuries said to have been 
sustained by James McLean, on the evening of the 
28th, September, at the hands of the Native 


Police, such a view being without 
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precedent, and wholly unsupported by the evidence 
taken before Judge Andrews, on the ist of October, 
That so far as can be ascertained, Capt. Blake is 
himself the indirect cause of the row that took 
place on the 28th. of September, of all the disorders 
that occurred and injuries that were sustained, by 
having granted liberty to his men to come on shore 
witaout the knowledge or permission of the Governor, 
without adverting them of the regulations of the Port, 
or taking any other precautions to insure their 
orderly conduct while on shore, knowing that the 
whole police force is under thirty men, 

That his speech to the men, that evening, profanely 
repeated in Court, on the lst. of October, followed 
on both occasions by the boisterous cheers of his 
men, and the repeated expression of his wish that 
more of his men had been on shore, on tne 28th. 
September, however they may have been intended, did 
produce on his men, and upon other sailors, an 
impression, that they were to take XMRiK EWA NWaxk the 
law in their own hands, leading them to parade the 
streets for three or four days & nights afterwards, 


in a menacing manner, armed occasionally 
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with clubs, threatening to take the life of Mr. 
Brickwood, to burn the town, & to beat all the Native 
Police, & calling at the houses of respectahle 
residents, demanding liquor to drink, & in mockery of 
the laws offering their protection to passers by 
That the pernicious effect upon common seamen is 
proved by the fact, that in cases where they were 
apprehended and fined for disorderly conduct, it was 
not unusual for seamen belonging to Whalers to pass 
themselves off as belonging to the crew of H. B. M's 
S. Juno, in the belief that in that character, they 
could act with impunity. 

That several British and other foreign Residents were 
alarmed for tne safety of life and property in the 
town, on account of the presence in Port of Her 
Majesty's Ship "Juno", & of the license to the men on 
shore, allowed by Capt. Blake, 

That Capt, Blake studiously avoided an inquiry into 
the conduct of his men, after the 28th of September, 
and yet presumes to accuse Mr. Ricord and the Judge, 
of having acted partially and unfairly, though they 
exerted tnemselves successfully to convict and 

punish all Natives, whether belonging to the Police 


or otherwise,

It was also approved that a Copy 
should not be sent to H. M. M's Consul General, 
before fresh communications were received from 
the British Government, on the ground that he 
would be sure to send to send it to the S. 
Island News, as he had done the correspondence 
about James Ruddack, and the duties imposed upon 
spirits, and other documents that could only 


have come from him - 
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S.1 News.

Mr. Ricord called their attention to the 
seditious & subversive character of the S, I. 
News, and the abundant grounds it had given for

Mr. Wyllie remarked that J. Robinson & Co 
had previously applied to him, complaining of Ladd 
& Co, & that he, being British Consul at the time, 
had recommended them to lose no time in quietly 
obtaining judgment, & that he always considered that 
in the exercise of his duty to those British Subjects, 
he was mainly instrumental in bringing matters to the 
crisis that followed.

Art. 38. = Under Article 38th., Mr. Ricord explained the grave 
charge brought against the honor of the King and 
His Government by Mr. Ten Eyck, and that before, on 
different occasions, he had used similar expressions, 
which the Arbitrators had expunged from the record,

& his demand had not been granted,

Resolved - that having heard Mr, Ricord's 
statement consisting of 48 heads or articles, the 
question of a compromise, under the circumstances 
which have been made apparent ‚is one of the most 
serious importance to His Majesty's honor, and that 
this Council adjourn till tomorrow, at 3 o'clock P.M.- 
to consider & resolve upon what ought to be done, 
before Mr. Dudoits proposals can be taken into 
consideration. 


The Council adjourned accordingly. - 
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Plain facts in the suit of Messrs. Ladd & Co against 
the Hawaiian Government for $378.000. - 


The Government benevolently on the 13th. of 
September 1842, modified and extended the original 
contract of 24th November 1841. 

The Government supported the Firm here, and Mr, 
Brinsmade in Europe, with loans of money which they 
have not paid, 

The Government, through its Cormissioner, in Europe, 
besides supplying money to Mr. Brinsmade, supported 
his negotiations in Belgium by all proper means, and 
though the Commissioners were unauthorized, and at 
the time stated themselves so to be, showing their 
powers to the Belgian Notary, they even went so far 
as to sign the engagement in Brussels on the 17th 
May 1843. - 

The contracting parties in Belgium have not executed 
the engagement then and there entered into, and the 
whole project had become abortive long before Mr, 
Brinsmade left Furope. 

This is acknowledged in Mr. Brinsmade's own letters 
of 2nd. November 1843, and of September and October 
1844, and proved ny letters from Sir George Simpson 
received here early in 1845. 

Subsequent to the alleged contract of 17th. May, 
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1843, Mr. Prinsmade, in 1844, both in Ghent and 
London, attempted to found a new Company or Associati, 
on the basis of the privileges granted to him by the 
aforesaia contracts with the Hawaiian Government, 
being the very privileges that he and his Partners 
alleged they had conveyed away to the Parties, in 
Brussels, on the 17th, of May 1843 - 

7. On the lst. of November 1844, the firm of Ladd & Co 
suspended payments here, and Mr. Hooper, a Partner of 
that Firm, scemingly aware that Mr. Brinsmade's 
negotiations, in Brussels and elsewhere, had led to 
no results, made overtures to Mr. Wyllie to under- 
take the formation of a company in London, on the 
basis of Ladd & Cos contracts from the Hawaiian 
Government. 

8. On the 30th October 1844, Mr. Ladd confessed judg- 
ment, in favor of the Treasury Board for $9478-80 
cents and pursuant thereto levy was made on all the 
real and personal property of radd & Co, any overplus 
there might be, was to go to cover an attachment in 
favor of James Robinson, and another in favor of 
George Pelly, and a notice by the Sheriff to that 
effect, under date of lst November 1844 was published

that execution issued at the Court of Honolulu, on 
behalf of the Hawaiian Treasury, certain Dry Goods 
and Hardvare in the store of Messrs. Ladd & Co, and 
belonging to them were sold by the Sheriff, for which 
they were credited $3625-67 cents, leaving still due 
$5853-13. - 

On the 9th of December 1844, in continuation of an 
original levy made by the Sheriff under the aforesaid 
execution in favor of the Hawaiian Treasury against 
Ladd & Co, the rents, issues, and profits of their 
Sugar Estate at Koloa, were sold for one year, that 
is from the 9th. December 1844 to the 9th December 
1845, and realized to the Government only $100.- 

On the 28th April 1845, in consequence of the insuf- 
ficiency of the said rents, issues and profits for 
one year, to cover the judgment aforesaid, the 
Sheriff sold the residuary lease for a term of years, 
of the said Koloa Estate, held by Ladd & Co, subject 
to any Mortgages on the said premises, and to the 
rents yearly accruing thereon to Government, realize 
ing to the Government $3600, credited to Ladd & Co,

May 1845, allegirg that said properties and 
interests were sola and conveyed on the 17th. May 
1843, with the sanction and guarantee of the Hawaiian 
Government &c, meaning by Mr. Brinsmade's negotia- 
tiens in Brussels above referred to, 

On the 13th, of April 1845 Messrs, Ladd & Co wrote to 
Mr, Judd referring him to their contracts of 24th 
November 1841, and 13th, September 1842, requiring 
that an officer should be appointed to accompany them 
in the selection of the then unoccupied and unim- 
proved lands on the Islands, so as to accomplish it, 
as per contract, before the 24th November 1845. 

On the 3rd, of May 1845, ax as Attorney General I 
replied that the King had instructed me to do what was 
lawful and right in the premises, and to that end 
requiring Ladd & Co, to exhibit their contract, so as 
to satisfy me that they had not assigned to other 
parties what privileges it conveyed, 

On the 5th. of May, Messrs Ladd & Co sent me

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a copy of the extension of the original contract 
dated 13th. September 1842, but not the contract of 
24th. November 1841 itself. 

On the same day I replied that without the original 
contract I could not convince myself that the right 
of selection had not been parted with by them, and 
made over to their assigns, but that on proof that 
Ladd & Co were subsisting parties to the contract, I 
would be ready to act as might be lawful, 

On the 8th. of May, Messrs. Ladd & Co, in place of a 
reply, handed a Protest dated 7th. May 1845 professing 
to hold the Hawaiian Government liable in the sum of 
$1000 per diem damages, until the due fulfilments of 
the contracts made with them, and cautioning all 
persons against leasing or occupying any of the lands 
that were unoccupied or unimproved, on the 24th. 
November 1641. 

On the 10th. of May 1845, I replied to Messrs. Ladd & 
Co that I had learned from credible sources, and stood 
ready to prove that they had wholly transferred to 
third parties, what they called a contract, and that 
Ladd & Co had ceased to hold any interest in it, 
adding that it woula be a fraud on those parties to 
fulfil it with Ladd & Co, - 

On the 12th, June 1845, Mr. Judd vrote to 
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Ladd & Co, reminding them of a loan made to them by 
Mr. Richards, overdue then about a year and a half, 
and with interest amounting to about #15 .000* 
pressing for payment, stating that then he could 

not perceive that by enforcing payment, he could 
injure any interest of the Firm either present or 
prospective, but courteously inviting them, if they 
thought otherwise to state their reasons and object- 
ions to his proceedings to the sale of their proper- 
ties. 

On the 16th. of June 1845 Messrs. Ladd % Co declined 
to acquiesce in the sale of the properties alluded to 
by Mr. Judd, referring him for reasons, to the con- 
vention entered into between the Sandwich Islands 
Government, the Belgian Colonization Company, and 
them, on the 17th May 1843, but without suggesting 
any plan for the payment of this debt so long over- 
due to the Government, besides other balances. 

On the 12th. of July 1845, Messrs. Ladd & Co alleging 
that the properties and interests sola by them to the

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of Colonization, as per Contract executed in Brussels, 
on the 17th. May 1843 were daily suffering from 
neglect and inattention, demanded of the Hawaiian 
Government a restoration of those properties, and to 
be kept in the enjoyment of the same, and still 
neither offering to pay nor to secure their debts to 
the Government. 

This extraordinary demand was referred to me by His 
Majesty, and not being able to elicit any thing 
satisfactory from Messrs Ladd & Co, upon the subject 
of how far they had assigned their rights to the 
Belgian parties, I could not accede to the demands 

of Ladd & Co, who on the 28th of July, affected to 
write in a high tone to Mr. Judd, requesting an 
interview with the King, to lay before him the nature 
and extent of their demands. 

On the same day Mr. Judd replied to Ladd & Co, that 
the King declined to allow them an audience ona 
question which he had left to my Agency as they had 
twice before been informed. 

On the 9th. of August 1845, Mr William Hooper partner 
of Ladd & Co, and acting as U. S, Commercial Agent, 
sent in officially to Mr Wyllie, a Protest against 


the Government of the Sandwich Islands,

and against the action of their Courts in all cases, 
either civil or criminal, in which the Government 
of these Islands, and citizens of the United States 
were, or might be joint parties &c, which under the 
law of nations he had no power to do, even had the 
effect of the protest not obvicusly been to withdraw 
himself and Partners from liability for their debts 
through the Kirg's Courts. 
On the 15th. of August, Messrs. yadda & Co having 
declined to pay their debt of about $15,000 to the 
Hawaiian Treasury, or in any way provide for or se- 
cure it, but on the contrary adopted a course of 
continuacy and defiance to the King and his tribu- 
nals, they were sued before the Governor of Oahu, and 
having urged in vain sundry technical objections, 
finally protested against the whole array of Jurors, 
as incompetent to try a case which they represented 
as extremely complimented. 

The Court willing to grant them every 
chance, through referees, a Court in Banco, or a 
special Jury discharged the Jury which had been 
empanneled. 


On the 29th of August 1845, Messrs Ladd & Co. 
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published in the Friend of lst. Septr., that they 
refrained from giving publicity to certain facts 
necessary to be known in order to judge correctly of 
the relations existing between the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment and them, and of the illegal and unjust acts 
which it had committed against them, for the purpose 
of annihilating certain valuable contracts existing 
between this Government, and a company of Foreign 
Capitalists, and them (Ladd & Co) alleging as their 
reason for that forbearance a regard to a decided 
and much needed improvement in the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment, which induced them to decline, at that time fror. 
exposing, in detail, some of its acts, that it might 
be spared the odium and reproach which such dis- 
closures would attach to it. 

On the 31st. January 1846, sixteen Creditors of 
Messrs, Ladd & Co advertised in the Polynesian, 
convokinz a meeting of all thcir Creditors, with the 
view of eliciting an insight into their affairs, 
which till then nad been Kept in the dark. 

On the 4th of February 1846, the creditors assembled, 


appointed J. F. B., Marshall Esquire 
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their chairman, G. T. Allan Esquire Secretary, and a 
Committee consisting of those Gentlemen in conjunc- 
tion with S. N, Castle Esquire to correspond with 
Ladd & Co and elicit information as to the real state 
of their affairs. 

That Committee was altogether unsuccessful in eleci- 
ting any information from Messrs. Ladd & Co, who had 
placed their books in the hands of George Brown 
Esquire, then Commissioner of the United States. 

On the 10th, of March 1846, as the partners of Messrs. 
Ladd & Co were making attempts to have interviews 
with and obtain admissions from the King's Ministers 
individually, a Cabinet Resolution was passed, decla- 
ring that it was not competent for any otner Minister 
or officer of the King, except the Attorney General, 
to receive any proposition, discuss any point, or 
make any overtures of arrangement or compromise with 
Messrs, Ladd & Co, that might affect. His Majesty's 
honor or interests. i È 

On the llth. of April 1846, great exertions having 


been made to work up the 
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Foreign Community to a state of resentment against 
the Government, Mr. P., A, Brinsmade a Partner of Ladd 
& Co applied for a Jury before whom to prove against 
James Jackson Jarves, his claim to $50,000 for damages 
done to his character in certain Articles published 
by Mr. Jarvis in the Polynesian of 8th November 1845, 
13th & 3lst. January 1846, which articles it is 
believed did not injure his character to the value of 
one cent, though his own act in bringing the action 
did greatly injure it. 

On the 13th, of July 1846 under the mediation of 
Anthony Ten Eyck Esquire articles of solemn compach 
and agreement were entered into between the King and 
Government of the wawaiian Islands, through myself on 
the one part, and William Ladd, Peter A Brinsmade, and 
William Hooper, on the other part to submit to the 
judgment of Stephen H. Williams Esquire, and James 

F. 3, Marshall Esquire, both citizens of the United 
States - the following question as the only one to 

be settled between this Government and Messrs, Ladd 
& Co, viz, 

"how much ought the Hawaiian Government 

"to pay said firm of Ladd & Co, for all tneir

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"and intangible, including contracts of 

"every description, taking into consideration

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J. 3. de Fiennes of Brussels, reputed a Barrister, 
have had tne able advocacy of Anthony Ten Eyck 
Esquire, Commissioner of the United States, as 
additional Counsel in managing their case, and 
bringing forward their testimony, they have not 
proved one fact implicating the Government, in the 
slightest degree. 

In May and June 1845, Mr. Wyllie actuated by pity for 
the Minor William Litile, whose $8000 his Foster 
Father William Hocper had lent to his om firm, 

Ladd & Co, and for the other Creditors had formed a 
plan for the Government to receive all the properties 
of Ladd & Co, and assume all their debts, providing 
for them by Bonds payable at the end of ten years at 
par, but without interest. This plan was made known 
to Mr.. Hooper, & to M. de Fiennes, but it could not 
take effect wii mut the concurrence of Messrs. Ladd 
& Cos. creditors. It will be seen by Messrs, Ladd 
& Cos. letter to me of the 14th. May 1845, inquiring 
if any Government officer had made any overtures of 
arrangement with them, that they sought to take an 


ungenerous advantage 
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of what Mr, Wyllie, in the exercise of private 
benevolence had attempted to do, the only intelli- 
gible object of that letter being to elicit an 
admission on the part of the Government, that they 
were indebted to Messrs, Ladd & Co., That Mr, 

Wyllie however, even at that date, took a view of 
what is called tne Belgian Contract, very different 
from that of considering it as affording any grounds 
for pecuniary claims on the part of Ladd & Co 

against the Government, will be seen from his remarks 
thereon made about that very time, in consequence of 
Mr. radd's having called his attention to that 
subject 

On the 21st. of November 1846, the Cabinet unanimously 
sanctioned the adovtion of certain proposals of 
compromise suggested by Mr Williams to me which were 
to the folloving effect, viz: 

All the properties formerly belonging to Ladd 
& Co, as specified in the Belgian Contract to be 
transferred to the Government. 

The Government then to assume the payment of 
Ladd & Cos. debts, to an amount not exceeding 
$170,000, by issuing bonds for 60 per cent of that 
amount, that is for $102.000 payable at ten years 
from date, and in the meanwhile to bear 4 per cent 


interest per 
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annum. This was however upon the supposition that 
Ladd & Co had some property of comnensurate value to 
transfer to Government, 

It has been understood that this arrangement 
fell through, because the creditors would not accept 
it. 

The Arbitration recommenced on the 23rd. of November, 
and a most inquisitorial investigation thereafter 
ensucd, into the Ministerial character and doings of 
Mr. Judd, while witnesses deeply interested with 
Ladd & Co, were examined witnout their interest being 
made to appear, either by cross examination or 
otherwise. 

December 
On the Evening of the 12th September, Anthony Ten 
Eyck Esquire, Commissioner of the United States, 
declared before the Arbitrators and a full room, that 
the Government had strip ed Ladd & Co of all their 
properties. 
On the 15th December 1846, at } past 1 P. M. Mr. 
Wyllie received a summons from the Arbitrators, dated 
that day, requiring him, as Minister of Foreign 
Relations to attend that evening at 7 P, M. with all 
documents or papers of any kind in the Archives of 
his Department, to give testimony in the case of 
Ladd & Co versus the King and Government of the 


Hawaiian 
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Islands, tne King being defendant in the case, and 
all the relevant documents in the Foreign office 
being His Majesty's documents, Mr. Wyllie at 4 P.M. 
on that day, applied to His Majesty for permission to 
obey the summons, which the King granted without 
hesitation, from his wish that the whole truth should 
be elicited. On the same evening, Mr. Wyllie 
attended the pleasure of the Aroitrators, with the 
documents required, but after a few unimportant 
questions, it was arranged that the Arbitrators would 
call. upon him next day at the Foreign office to 
inspect the documents. 
On the lótn., the Arbitrators came to the Foreign 
office attended by Mr. P. A, Brinsmade & Nr. Ten 
Eyck, on seeing which accompaniment, I went into the 
Foreign office. Mr, Ten Eyck voluntarily withdrew, 
from motives of delicacy, he being Comnissioner of 
the United States, but Mr. Wyllie read in the 
presence of the others the paragraphs of all letters, 
&c, relating to the Belgian Land Company, or to Mr. 
Brinsmade, handing the letters to the Arbitrators, 
that they might convince themselves he omitted 
nothing. 

I then brought up from Mr. Richard's office the 


whole letters which the King's

Commissioners had received from Mr. Judd during 
their stay in Furope, and handed them without reserve 
to the Arbitrators that they might peruse them 
leisurely at home, and make what extracts Mr, Brins- 
made thought proper. 

Mr. Wyllie further with permission of the 
King offered to produce those Articles of the 
political principles adopted by His Majesty's 
Ministers, on the 20th. June 1845, that had special 
reference to the Belgian Contract, but Mr. Brinsmade 
objected to have them read, 

The Arbitrators requested Mr. Wyllie to 
have the extracts which he had read, copied out for 
their use, in his office, which was done. 

On the 19th December the Arbitrators attended at Mr, 
Wyllie's office, and after comparing the extracts 
with the Originals, authenticated the former by 
affixing their initials. 

Mr. Wyllie has since attended with the aforesaid 
extracts and other papers to give testimony in terms 
of the summons aforesaid from the Arbitrators, but he 
has had no opportunity of deliverying either his 
extracts, or other testimony. 

It appears only fair & equitable that the Arbitrators, 
after having had free access to the King's papers, 


His Majesty (being a 
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Defendant in the case) should insist upon having the 
same access to the papers &c of Ladd & Co, and of Mr. 
Brinsmade tne Plaintiffs. 

On the 29th., of December 1846, Jules Dudoit Esquire 
offered himself as Mediator, with the view of termi- 
nating amicably this singular suit, and his mediation 
was gladly and promptly accepted by me, subject to 
His Majesty's approval of what principles and terms 
of compromise might be offered. 

My decided opinion is that instead of having any 
legitimate grounds of action, Messrs. Ladd & Co ought 
to feel grateful to the King and His Government for 
about $18,251, principal & interest up to the lst. 
Inst, of money supplied to the Firm here, subsequent 
to the 24th, November 1841, the date of the first 
contract, for about $2.866 for principal & interest 
up to the same date, of money lent to Mr. Brinsmade 
in Europe, and for avout $1916 with interest to 
ditto, still due on the aforesaid judgment of 30th 
Octr. 1844, and for influence used in their favor 
both here and in Europe, until after their attempts, 


through Mr. Brinsmade; had proved hopelessly abortive. 
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46. In my opinion there is not only absurdity, but the 
most flagitious ingratitude in Ladd & Cos. suit 
against the King for $378,000, as stated in Article 
No, 33, and though out of courtesy to the highly 
respectable Gentleman, who used the words the 
Government had stripped Ladd & Co of all their 
properties, they are not pronounced to be false, the 
Arbitrators should be appealed to, upon the principles 
of equity and fairness stated in Article No, 43, 
either to prove or disprove the charges by exanining 
the books of Ladd & Co, and determining determining 
the date when and the manner how Messrs, Ladd & Co 
became stripped of all their properties. 

47, It has an important bearing upon the moral character 
of the claim set up by Ladd & Co to know that they 
never gave any pecuniary or other consideration 
whatever for the contracts, which without any fault 
of tne Governnent have become abortive in their 
hands. 


48, The thanks of the King's Government 
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are due to Anthony Ten Eyck Esqure., Commissioner of 
the United States, for his assistance to Ladd & Co, 
as the utter hollowness of their claims could have 
been no otherwise so satisfactorily shown, as by the 
breaking down of their case, though conducted 
zealously in their interest, by a Lawyer of his 
acknowledged talent.

havirg the words or withdrawn, 

Mr. Ricord made the following remarks: 

His Majesty and all the Councillors would 
pear him Witness how sale he had recommended the 
overtures of compromise through Mr. Dudoit to be 
fayorably received, He was therefore disappointed that 
the words of „r, Ten Eyck which he had been led to 
quote in his statement of plain facts to the King 
should have been taken up in so offensive a light 
by His wajesty & His Councillors, 

Yet in saying that he was disappointed he 
by no means wished it to be understood, that he 
dissented from the view taken of the words. On the 


contrary he had not concealed his opirion of 
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them in his statement read to His Majesty. Mr. Ricord 
concluded, expressing his full concurrence of the 

view given by Mr. Wyllie of Mr. Ten Fyck's willingness 
to withdraw the words, and added that were the case a 
private one of his own, he certainly would not listen 
to any arrangement, without a public retraxit. 

His Majesty, having heard the ovinions of 
all, said he sanctioned the Resolutions as passed 
last council, and much rerretted that he did not feel 
justified in thinking differently from his Council, & 
that it would be for the Consuls present to judge in 
their own minds, whether he acted upon slight grounds 
or not. 

Mr. Wyllie was ordered by the King to read 
all the Minutes, that Mr, Dudoit & Mr, Turrill might 
fully understand the course of proceedings that had 
ended in the adoption of the Resolutions now sanc- 
tioned by His Majesty. 

Mr. Wyllie read the mirutes of the Cabinet 
Council of the 4th. inst. = of the Privy Council of 


the same, with tke 
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two resolutions = cf adjourned Privy Council of the 
6th. with Mr. Ricord's statement of plain facts to 
the King and one resolution, & of the adjourned Privy 
Council of the 7th. - with six hesolutions, making 
only what remarks were necessary to a right under- 
standing of the whole in connection. 

The King then concluded by observing that the 
Consuls present woulda see at least that He and His 
Council had not been precipitate, & that the Consuls 
would now fully understand why upon a nice point of 
honor in regard to him as King he had requested their 
presence, 

It was not his wish to compromise them by 
asking any opinion from them, but he would express 
his hope that they woula, if necessary, cooperate to 
remove the bar that prevented him from receiving Mr. 
Dudoit's proposals, and entering upon the immediate 
consideration of the best means to relieve the 
creditors of Messrs. Ladd & Co.. 


Mr. Dudoit stood up and 
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assured the King, when solicited by Dr. Wood he had 
undertaken to be Mediator, he was in complete igno- 
rance that any words had been used, offensive to the 
King & His Government, He had every reason to be- 
lieve that Mr, Ten Eyck was friendly to the Govern- 
ment, and he felt certain that as a public man he 
would not allow any words uttered by hi”, perhaps 
unadvisedly, or under a misapprehensicn to stand in 
the way of a work of peace, & to prejudice his clients. 
He wished to be allowed to speak to Mr, Ten Eyck 
upon the subject. 

In concluding the King ordered Mr. Wyllie 
to pass a copy of Mr. Ricord's statement, & of the 
six Resolutions passed thereon, to Mr Dudoit as 
Consul of France & Mr. Turrill as Consul of the 
United States, 

Mr. Wyllie remarked that by the 6th. 
Resolution passcd yesterday, it was alreaay provided 
that Mr. Ricord should pass copies to Mr, Dudoit as 
Mediator & to the Arbitrators.” 

- The King replied but I further wish that you 
pass a Copy of the samc to Mr, Turrill. 

The Kirg then dismissed the Council at 3 
past 10, to reassemble on the receipt of an answer 
from Mr. Dudoit & the Arbitrators,

Mr. Ricord requested that the letter should 
be again read which was done, 
Mr, Ricorda then observed that while he was 
desirous that the letter should be considered 
sufficient, yet he had many faults to find with 
it. 


First the charge of misinterpretation 
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reflected upon Dr, Judd who was the interpreter. 
end. the words used in Court bore a much 
stronger interpretation than wr, Ten Eyck 
allowed to them in his letter. 

In his opinion the Government in some way 
either officially or unofficially, should make 
known to Mr., Ten Eyck, their views upon these 
points. 
3rd Mr. Ten Eyck, in his view, even of the 
Courts, was not justified, under Hawaiian law or 
usage elsewhere, in writing officially of the 
proceedings of the Court as he did in his letter. 
4th. That Mr, Ten Eyck's, while pretending to 
clear himself from making a charge against the 
Governnent, does so merely as to one form, but 
in reality reiterates the charge upon the King 
in another fora, that is through his Courts. 

Yet that he thought it would be 
magnanimous in tne King to overlook all those 
objections, & receive Mr. Dudoit's proposals | 

l That in ais opinion the Minister of 
Foreign Relations should be instructed to make 
known to Mr. Ten Eyck, that though tne King 
affects to believe that his letter is satisfacto- 


ry, yet that it really 
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neither deceives hin nor his Council. 

Mr. Ricord added he was prepared both from 
the evidence and Law Books to prove that Mr. 

Ten Eyck was altogether wrong as a Lawyer, in 
asserting that the charge against the Court was 
sustained in the testimony - & that he had many 
other expressicns of Mr. Ten Eyck used from 

time to time, to complain of, but which he omit- 
ted from courtesy. 

The King observed I know them all, from 
reports regulerly made to me by these who attend 
the Arbitration, 

John Ii & Paki both said the exvlanation 
is only a very partial ang withdrawal of the 
words. 

John Ii added, I have always looked upon 
Mr. Ten Eyck as a friend of the Government, but 
that those public attacks upon the Government 
are hostile. Yet that he wishes to consider 
him as still friendly, notwithstanding the 
words. 

Paki observed the letter is a cunning one, 
to make us believe he has not said what ne reall, 


did say, or meant what he did mean. 
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Keliiohonui taought the letter would not do. 
It was not sufficient in his mind. 

John Ti further said it was insulting to 
the King, and not an apology to say that the King 
does not xnow the Acts of his Ministers, which he 
does know and is bound to know. He said, I was a 
Member of the Treasury Board at that time; & am 
responsible for what was done with Ladd & Cos. 
property - and I myself informed the King of all, as 
I always do, Mr. Judd does tne same, 

It was remarked, tne greatest proof of Mr. 
Ten Eyck's ignorance of tne King's knowledge is that 
the King knew regularly every disrespectful expres- 
sion or word used against the Gove.nnent before the 
Arbitrators, in less than 24 hours afterwards. 

Paki remarked he never expected that we 
would be in trouble with the New American Commissioner, 
as we had becn with the old. 

Mr. Wyllie strongly urged that the letter 
should be received as sufficient & no publicity 
given to it = adding arguments to prove that by doing 
so the King would pursue a magnanimous course, and 


would 
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lose nothing, because i? Mr. Dudoit and Mr. Ricord 
failed in making peace the result would be that the 
suit would go on, & under auspices all the more 
favoraple, that he had now acted with magnanimity and 
generosity. 

Mr. Judd, with Mr. Ten Eyck's letter in his 
hand, first in English, & then in Native, went over 
the whole letter, making upon it the following 
remarks as he went along. | 

That he had not interpreted tne words to the 
King as stated by Mr. Ten Fyck, that Mr. Ten Eyck 
ousht not to have made the charze, even against the 
Courts, because he (Mr, Judd) had taken great pains 
privately to show to him how they were perfectly 
regular - that in no similar case had the procecdings 
been so regular, & that the arbitration ought to go on 
until Mr. Ten Eyck eitner prove or witadraw even 
this charge - that he had never stated to Dr Wood 
that it was the plan of the Government to strip 
Ladd & Co of their property - that he could not have 
done so, because in his conscience he knew he had 
always been their friend, There were then various 


plans 
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for the relief of Ladd & Co's creditors, first there 
was Mr. Wyllie's - then there was Mr. de Fiennes! - 
and lastly Mr. Ricord's, that they should give up 
all their property to pay their creditors, and throw 
themselves upon the kindness of the Government - that 
what ne told Dr. Wood was with reference to those 
different plans, & that he Mr. Judd preferred the 
last, and was anxious to secure employment for 
Messrs, Ladd & Co, so tnat they might not suffer 
after surrendering all their property = that that 

was the substance of his conversation, perhaps not 
the precise words for who could swear to exact words, 
in a private conversation so long ago = that the 
demands of Ladd & Co are an outrageous attempt at 
extortion, unworthy for a moment of gf being supported 
by the Commissioner of the United States, a that if 
the arbitration would only go on, it would be so 
proved to the whole world; that it was undiplomatic 

& highly improper that Mr. Ten Eyck should imply 

that the King was a Zero, & knew nothing of what His 
Ministers did = that by such an insinuation he tnrew 


contempt 
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upon the King, and impaired his Authority - that he 
had always hoped that that absurd charge would be 
left to the Consul General of Great Britain, and that 
Mr. Ten Eyck as Commissioner of the U. States, &a 
Lawyer would pursue a bold, independent & more 
constitutional course, but that it appeared he was 
submissively allowing himself to be led in the 
footstens of the Consul General, & that he much 
regretted it. 

Mr. Ricord, in reply to Mr. Judd, said that he 
looked upon Mr. Ten Eyck!s charge against the 
proceedings in the Court, as a mere excuse for 
himself to avoid a full and honorable retraxit - that 
he pledged his word as a Lawyer, that he would fully 
vindicate the regularity and legality of the whole 
proceedings, as not only regular but technically 
nice & correct even to the venditioni exponas - that 
therefore this charge fell very lightly upon the King, 
& should not be a bar to Mr. Dudoit's proposals. 

Mr, Judd said, upon tnat pledge of Mr. Ricord, as the 
King's Attorney General he would consent that the 
compromise should be attempted, but that otherwise 


he would have insisted that the Arbitration

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should go on, till Mr Eyck had had a full opportunity 
of making good his charge against the Court & doing 
all for his clients that he could. 
Mr. Ricord further explained that the effecting of 
the compromise would necessarily involve a with- 
drawal of the suit, of all tne charges made against 
the King's Government - a provision for all the 
expenses vexatiously incurred, and relief to the 
Creditors of Ladd & Co, 

That of course in hearing the proposals of 
Mr. Dudoit, the King did not bind himself to accept 
them, further than what might be consistent with his 
honor, the good of his Kingdom, & of the creditors 
of Ladd & Co. 

‘ That Mr, Wyllie should be instructed to 

show to Mr, Ten Eyck privately that his letter did 
not deceive the King in Council, but that the King, 
under the circumstances, chose to admit it as 
satisfactory, so long as a chance of amicable 
settlement existed. 

The following Resolutions were then 
submitted amended, and discussed,

The King said 
that he commands Mr, Wyllie to write to Mr Ten Eyck 
in an unofficial way, in his name, that he will not 
regard mere words as proving that he has towards his 
Government an intention contrary to the way in which 
he was recommended by the President of the U. S. - 
that he has great regard for Mr, Ten Eyck, in conse- 
quence of that recommendation from the President, 
and great sympathy to him for the loss of his xxxxx 
wife uione: Eee character and many virtues he 
had heard much praised. 

If he deems it proper still to act fax 


as Counsel for Ladd & Co, he hopes 
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he will recollect that he is King, and that they 
have brought the suit for my injury. 

That he had consented that they should sue 
him to prove the justice of the claims they pretended 
to have against him, but that because he had so 
consented, he does not see why doubtful words should 
be used reflecting upon his honor, or the honor of 
his Government. 

He trusts the President of the United 
States will continue to treat him as a Sovereign, 
because the President had acknowledged him as such, & 
styled him, his "great and good Friend." 

Thinks that Mr. Ten Eyck is a man of 
education, & can easily adapt his language, & find 
words not of doubtful meaning, but such as will 
become the dignity of the U. States, and his om. 
(the Kings, ) 

Mr Wyllie suggested that it might be mmthz 
better for His Majesty to state in writing what he 
had just uttered, that he might be sure of his very 
words. 


His Majesty consented to do so. 
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Mr. Ricdrd on behalf of Mr. Dudoit stated that 
he denied having said to Mr, Ten Eyck, that he had 
heard tne words interpreted, to mean, to steal and to 
rob. 

In explanation of the meaning of the word to 

wyllie 

strip, Mr. Xmatai, explained to the Council the meanings 
given in Walker's Dictionary, as follows - "to 
"make naked, to deprive of covering; 
"to deprive, to divest; to rob, to plunder, 
"to pillage; to peel, to decorticate; 
"to deprive of all; to take off covering; 
"to cast off, to separate from something 
"adhesive or connected," 

Mr. Wyllie called the attention of the 
Council to the words expressed by the King, & that 
after His Majesty had expressed such sentiments to- 
wards Mr. Ten Eyck, all ought to concur in the 
propriety of dealing liberally with his explanations, 
& in favorably receiving Mr. Dudoit's overtures of 
peace, The resolutions were noted in the affirmative. 
The Council adjourned at 1 P., M, till tomorrow at

Mr. Wyllie took occasion on behalf of Mr Ten Eyck to 
state that he had called upon Mr. Ten Eyck yesterday, 
& that he had had a visit from him this evening. 
That on both occasions he had assumed Mr. Wyllie in 
the most emphatic manner, that he entertained the 
utmost respect for His Majesty, & that it was under 
strong feelings of respect that he had used the 
expression in his letter of the 13th, that 

"it was the furthest from his thought 

"to charge the King wita any knowledge 

"of or agency in those proceedings," his intention 
being tnereby to mark how far he was from even 


supposing that the King was to blame for acts 
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Resolutions 
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of a Sheriff, of a kind not generally if ever made 
known to a King. That it never entered into his 
imagination by the words used to imply either that the 
King did not know what he ought to know, or that His 
Ministers did not make known to him what they ought 
to communicate, That he was not a man, who, in the 
execution of his public duty eitner acted upon tne 
suggestions or followed the steps of any other man, 
That he was quite satisfied wita the King's message, 
after Mr. Wyllie had explained it, and was duly 
sensible of His Majesty's courteous expressions 
towards him. 

Mr. Wyllie added that he fully believed Mr. 
Ten Fyck's sincerity, and was happy to find that 
nothing had yet occurred to controvert the opinion 
that he (Mr. Wyllie) had always expressed,tnat Mr. 
Ten Eyck was a high minded & honorable man, worthy of 
representing a great & friendly nation, & that in the 
end we would find them to be so. This explanation 
was very favoranly received. 

Mr. Ricord opened the business of tne evening, 
recapitulating what he had said at last Council - 
giving the Council a view of the hopeless prospect of 
the suit for Ladd & Co, but recommending a compromise 


for the sake of peace, & 
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expressing his views of the different modes of 
effecting it. 

He showed the evil consequences that might 
result from a Charter, or from any participation in 
a Joint Stock Company of the kind. 

The King and Chiefs having made their 
remarks, the following resolutions were proposed and 
translated into English, as expressing clearly what 
the Government will do in this matter. 

All concurred in the opinion that under no 
circumstances whatever can the Government consent to 
do any thing for Ladd & Co, either in form or 
substance that would admit that the Government owe 
tnem any thing whatever, but that they would be glad 
if the Creditors would deal liberally with them, & 
grant tnem an honorable discharge, and that the 
Government would, on being properly asked, grant to 
tne Creditors every facility, in reason moderation, 
& within the scope of law, & the Kings foreign 
Treaties, that could give effect to their efforts to 
pay themselves under any arrangement they may make 
with Ladd & Co.. 

The Resclutions were separately proposed, 


discussed & unanimously voted.

took a just and honorable view of matters, & that he 
wanted no inducement to do what was right and becoming 
his high position, but that if any thing were war ting, 
the King's message to him would be the strongest 
incentive, Mr, Wyllie added that even were the 
suit to go on, he fclt persuaded that Mr. Ten Eyck 
was too sensible of the personal regard shown to him 
by His Majesty, either to use himself or allow others 
to use any language that could be understood as throw- 
ing disrespect upon the King or his Government. 

Mr Ricord tore witness to Mr. Ten Eyck's 
talent, & many manifestations of good feeling which he 
had made towards the Kirg and his Government, espe- 


cially when first treating of a compromise, 
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that he hud no doubt, Ladd & Co had made him believe 
that they could prove something very bad of Mr. Judd. 
Mr Ricord even belicved, that from kind feelirgs to 
Mr. Judd, he (Mr. Ten Eyck) acted with reluctance in 
the investigation that ensued about Mr. Judd, that Mr. 
Ten Eyck was fully entitled to that credit, although 
Mr, Judd himself wanted nothing so much as the 
fullest investigation. Mr. Ricord said that from what 
Mr. Wyllie has said, he is now convinced that Mr. 

Ten Eyck may have been misled by men who are exceed- 
ingly artful & plausible, but that he has always been 
actuated by honorable feelings - that that very 
peculiarity in their character taught a lesson to 

the Government never to have any connexion whatever, 
in any shape whatever, with Messrs. Ladd & Co. They 
had deceived the Government twice, and it should not 
be accounted strange that with so many partizans near 
Mr. Ten Eyck's person = in fact almost his only 
associates, they had deceived him once, even Lawyer as 
he was. 

Mr. Wyllie said he had never listened to any speech 


made by VT. Ricord, with so much 
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pleasure, as the speech he had just heard from Mr 
Ricord. He considered it noble & generous to speak 
so of a Rival Counsel, and he (Mr. Wyllie) was glad 
in having such testimony from Mr Ricord, as it 
strengthened the view that Mr. Wyllie had always 
taken & expressed of Mr. Ten Eyck's character. 

Mr. Wyllie said he felt persuaded that Mr. 
Ten Eyck entertained no hostility to Mr. Judd, or to 
any one else = on the contrary that he respected 
Mr. Judd and his family, and even felt grateful to 
them. 

In Mr. Wyllie's view, after seeing the 
determined at:empt made upon Mr. Judd, and its 
failure, Mr. Ten Eyck, under that revulsion of 
feeling towards the persecuted that characterizes 
every noble mind, would be a better friend of Mr, 
Judd's than ever, if Mr. Judd would only meet him 
half way. j 

Mr. Wyllie added for the satisfaction of Mr. 
Judd, he migh say, that in the opinion of several 
Englishmen (not the friends of Mr. Judd) and others, 


that nothing 
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Mr Judd, 
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had injured the cause of Ladd & Co more, than the 
apparent malignity of the attack made upon him, It 
was looked upon as a shameful affair, & contemptible 
from its failure, 

Mr, Judd said - he did not expect that Mr. Ten Eyck 
would have taken up the case in the way he did, 
particularly against him,- but that nobody had heard 
him complain, nor had he the slightest ill feeling 
towards Mr, Ten Eyck., On the contrary, though vr, 
Ten Fyck owed him two calls, he was quite willing to 
call upon Mr. Ten Eyck, as Mr, Wyllie had advised him 
to do, 

The King & all the Chiefs approved that 
he should call upon Wr. Ten Fyck, 

Mr..Ricord here stated that the Foreign 
Diplomatic men would take irto consiaeration the 
little time that the King's Ministers had to make 
calls, & not stand upon strict etiquette with them 
in expectirz call for call - that for his part he 
was always happy to see them, and to call upon them, 


when he had time, and that he himself thought 
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of calling upon Mr. Ten Eyck. He did not see how he 
could do otherwise after the feeling's towards Mr. 
Ten Eyck that had been expressed at this Council, and 
the opinion expressed by His Majesty about the 
propriety of calling. 
Mr Wyllie observed that all resentments 

ought thus to end. 

King The King said he highly approved of what had been 
done "We will see 
“whut good results follow. I close the 
"Council, to assemble again when 
"I need your advice." 
LF Mr. Richards acted throughout as Interpre- 
ter, except for Mr. Judd, who repeated his own worás 


in English, after addressing the King in Native.

I hand you with this note some articles of 


a project on the part of Ladd & Co, which Mr. 
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Brinsmade has handed me. Those parties would like to 
have incorporated a company like that stated in the 
project and to substitute it for all their expecta- 
tions under the contracts 24th November 1841, and 
17th May 1843. 

Will you do me the favor to consider those 
proposals for amicable termination of the arbitration 
now existing. 

I do not sustair the 14th. and 16th Sections 
of tre project, as they appear to me to conflict with 
the Treaty rights of my Government, but this I trust 
you will perceive, and so arrange it as to exclude 
the appearance of monopoly in these respects.

While Mr. Judd was reading it, Mr. Paki's 
remarked. "Oh what a 
"mass of difficulties and troubles this plan prepares 
for us." 


Mr. Riccrd after it was 
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read, stood up & exvlained his view of foreign joirt 
Stock Companies, and especially if incorporated. 

He next showed that Messrs Ladd & Co, 
according to their own ai had no proper= 
ties or privileges to conve: ,, € that by reconveying 
the pretended properties, he would in effect 
guarantee them, make himself liable & place himself 
in a worse position than ever. 

He showed that the right of locating lands 
under the contract of 24th. November 1841, had 
lapsed to Ladd & Co, by their transfer of it, on the 
17th. of May 1843, & to the Belgian Company, because 
they had omitted to act upon it within the time fixed 
by the Contract. 

He then explained how the Monopoly sought 
to be obtained would work, & the impolicy of 
permitting any thirg of the kind, 

He alse illustrated the objections to the 
Project where it extended to privileges which the 
King coulda not grart in consistency with Foreign 
Treaties. 

Mr. Ricord scouted the idea of giving to

each, equal to $200.000, they being the most ungrate- 
ful men he ever knew, or even ever heard of, & being 
indebted to the Government about $25,000. 

Their suit against the King for $378,000, 
after all the kindness they had received, of itself 
marks them out for scorn, 

It would be a disgrace to the King to hold 
any shares ir a Company with such men. Their whole 
career here had been one of ingratitude dishonesty 
and swindling, and of unblushing effrontery. 

Even in this project, they made no apparent 
provision for their Creditors, among whom were many 
deserving men, 

If Ladd & Co have property they should 
give it to their Creditors to pay themselves. He, 
Mr. Ricord, would approve of such a plan, It would 
not compromise the Government. Even to encourage the 
plan, the King might safely defer the payment of his 
own claim, & reduce the rate of interest. But this 
should not be done because the King owed any thing to 


Ladd & Co, but merely because he wished to benefit 
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the Creditors. 

Mr. Ricord said he would be glad to receive 
powers & instructions from the King so to make know'n 
to Mr. Dudoit, 

Mr. Ricord went to explain how much better 
it would have been had Ladd & Co manfully declared 
themselves bankrupts, when he so advised them in 
1845, and how even now it would be the best course 
for them to adopt. 

After considerable discussion upon the 
project, the King adjourned the Council to 7 P. M. on 
Monday Eveing, His Majesty addirg that it appeared to 
him a perfectly incomprehensible piece of business 
entanglement from beginning to end - that he cannot 
find one point in it that is good. 

Mr Ii remarked that it is a document drawn 
up with little skill, every body will see it is 
wrong, it might deceive a drunken man, but it will 
not deceive any man ir his sober senses, 

In fact all the chiefs listened to the 
proposals with impatience and indignation, attrituting 
them, not to the Consul of France, who could not 


advocate such principles, but to Messrs Ladd & Co.

Janion, or rather Consul General 
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Miller, which had appeared in the News, presuming to question 
His Majesty's honor & veracity upon matters of fact well known 
to him and the Chiefs. That firding that Marin's Journal 
confirmed most remarkably the Depositions of the Chiefs, in 
1845, he, anxious to obtain other papers, had requested the 
Governor to send up to him all the papers in his possession of 
every kind. That ever since the 9th. inst, Mr. Wyllie's clerk, 
Mr. Singleton, with one and sometimes two Native Clerks, had 
been emploved, examining & separating useful papers from the 
rubbish, That many of the papers were totally rotten & destroy- 
ed by damp. Yet that Mr Wyllie fee did not feel warranted in 
destroying them, He begged the Governor to send for ihem, 
examine them again, and then destroy what he was sure were of 
no use, That Wr Wyllie would return all the useful papers, 
after they had been properly arranged, which required some 
further time, That from this important discovery, Mr. Wyllie 
thought there must be other papers in possession of His 


Majesty or the Chiefs, and he respectfully suggested that an 
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order should be given that every one without exception should 
send all papers, te they what they might, for examination, to 
him, at the F. Office. 

After a long discussion the following orders were 
sanctioned: 
Resolved that the following order be given to all the chiefs, 
by the Premier; 

As Mr. Wyllie has found among the papers at the 
Fort, many of great consequence to the Government, that were 
not known by him to exist in 1845 or 1846, when they would have 
been of great importance, it is hereby ordered that all the 
Chiefs collect the papers they may possess, and send them in 
for examination to the Minister of Foreign Relaticns. 
Resolved that the Premier request Dr Rooke to send to the 
Minister of Foreign Relations all the papers he may possess, 
of the late Don Fran Co de Paula Marin, also the papers of the 
late Mr. John Young, and all other papers relating to the 
past transactions of the Government.

Mr. Wyliie added further that this ought to have been done 
long ago. That though the result of the Investigation at 
the Palace in 1845, & the Inquiry in 1846, was most satis- 
factory, yet that it woulá have been more so, if he had 
had then the documents now in his possession, bearing out 
the King's written opinion so completely, that he (Mr 
Wyllie) would not hesitate to prove wi.h them the invali- 
dity of Charlton's written titles, even before the High 
Court of Chancery inFngland and he felt assured, that as a 
British Subject, he would thereb, do a service acceptable 
to the British Government, inasmuch as it might prevent 
them from doing an injustice, which he was sure they never 
intended to do. 

Mr. Ricorda asked permission to retire, as he had 
business to attend to; and had nothirg to submit connected

receive instead thereof a grart for the pericd of 
thirty years, subject to all the conditions of 
Leasehold estates. 

4th- That the foregoing resolutions are not to be 
understood in a compulsory sense, nor are they nor 
the rules adopted by the Land Cormissioners to be 
understood as altering in any way, nor even modifying 
the preeexisting titles - on the contrary that 
Commission declares what the pre-existirg titles are, 
which being done we approve of offering to the con- 
firmed claimant the more liberal terms and the choice 
of conditions as expressed above. 

Sth- That notking in the foregoing resolutions or 


in the principles adopted uy the 
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Board of Land Commissioners is to be understood ina 
sense unfavorable to such special Acts of Grace as 
the King may wish to perform towards individuals who 
may have rendered important services, or who may 
confer some signal benefit upon the Kingdom or whom 
His Majesty may wish to favor by exempting them in 
whole or in part, from the ordinary rate of commuta- 
tion due to Himself. 

dicos That in order to encourage the peo.le who live 
an without any lucrative employment to retire 
to the country, and to furnish them with such a 
supply of funds as that they may apply themselves to 
some profitable branch of agriculture, the Minister 
of the Interior ir conjunction with the Minister of 
Finance be instructed to purchase so far as they are 
able, at reasonable prices, all freehola estates less 
than Allodial awarded by the Land Comnissioners to 
persons who are unable to pay the commutation requir- 
ed, especially when such awards relate to house lots 
in the prircipal Towns. 

Tth- That the net proceeds derived from all sales 
of land, and all cormutations for the purpose of 
securing fee simple titles, be set apart towards the 
formation of a fund, out of which advances in cash 
are to be made to well deserving men who wish to 
become agriculturists, but are without the necessary
